Miss Jane Addams began her address by tracing the 


rise of modern civilization and of woman's present po- 
sition. "Somewhere," said she, "in the journey of hu- 
manity between the primitive cave and the modern 
city woman has lost her equality with, man. Perhaps 
it happened first when primitive woman was hidden 
in a cave to guard the children and the tribal pos- 
sessions, while the men met together and decided 
whether to advance and attack the enemy or to lie in 
ambush for them. I imagine the first vote was taken 
in some such way. At all events, by the time we reach 
the middle ages we find the rise of that sex idealization 
that immured the lady of the castle behind its stone 
walls, as a creature too delicate to face the world and 
life. This idealization, to be sure, affected only the 
ruling classes; it was not the idealization of woman 
but the idealization of the lady. The peasant woman 
continued to labor side by side with her husband and 
her brothers. 
But then, as now, it was the lady that 


served to color the popular imagination; just as now 
the modern woman of the idle class strives to substi- 
tute books and pictures, which should be interpretation 
of life for life itself, and her humbler working sisters 
strive by thousands to follow in her footsteps, eager 
to share with her the fictitious advantage of the lady. 


"But men have in our modern times undergone a 


tremendous modification of their own idealistic ideas. 
Let us take for example the activities of a model Ger- 
man town. The advanced municipalities in Germany 
concern themselves with human life, from the cradle j| 
to the grave. A council of burghers, regardless of the | 
fact that they are doing 'woman's work." the 'franen 
arbcit' that their ancestors would so have despised, 
io\v solemnly debate upon the proper feeding of in-

does not hesitate to denounce wrong 
wherever it is found. 
He character- 


ized the forty-six senators who voted 
that Senator Lorlmer should retain 
his seat in the United States senate as 
"moral anarchists" and their excuse 
that "because he had paid for it he 
had a right to it" as an immoral ex- 
cuse from the greatest legislative body 
In the country that might well cause 
one to tremble for the possible moral 
consequences of the act on future gen- 
erations. 
In 
comparison 
was 
the 


good of such an act as Roosevelt's in 
promoting the peace treaty between 
Russia and Japan, Hale's Influence In 
diplomatic relations with China. Such 
acts Dr. Wise declared to be tho real 
spirit of brotherhood. In treating the 
subject of his address, "World Peace— 
How Attainable," Dr. Wise paid -high 
tribute to Prince Krapotkln and Tol- 
stoi, speaking of the latter as a «plrlt- 
ual genius. 


In brief, Dr. Wise said: 
"No man has a better right to speak 


of and for brotherhood than a mem- 
ber of the house of Israel. The fur- 
thering of social 
righteousness 
has 


been Israel's task through the ages, 
has been prescribed for it by the des- 
tiny of its spiritual genius. Verily, the 
Jew may say in the words of the New 
England poet of the humanities that 
he has 'always kept his fealty good to 
the human brotherhood.' The Jew has 
stood 
for 
brotherhood despite 
the 


world's unbrotherllnens. 
Isaiah pic- 


tured the evil day when no man shall 
spare his brother. 
This, according to 


war. Tike brotherhood th»t to nakinx 
(or world peac* a»d good win la not 
anti-national In Its aim but inter- 
national upon nations as upon Indi- 
viduals and that no national frontier 
annuls the moral law. 


"Brotherhood is but another name 


for that measlahlsm that is to come to 
pass not through one man but in the 
oneneaa of all men. not the race re- 
deemed by the death of one man. but 
the rac« lelf-redeemed by the life of 
all. -As a result of anti-social and un- 
brotherly tendencies, we have that in- 
equality of opportunity which results 
in the aeemlngly. but not really. In- 
curable poverty of the workers, that 
unfraternal spirit which looks upon 
the laborer not as a man, but as mer- 
chandise, and the output of the men 
as nothing more than a marketable 
commodity, which canonizes an awk- 
wardly and partially stated Uw of 
biological science, the so-called sur- 
vival of the fittest, into a very ordi- 
nance of religion. The spirit of fra- 
ternity would replace the captains of 
industry, 
in 
the 
words 
of Henry 


Demorest Lloyd, by the brothers of in- 
dustry. 


"Above all things, we need the 


quickening, vitalizing renewal of the 
brotherhood consciousness of the race 
that ahall yet effect the world revolu- 
tion o! which Tolstoy dreamed—the 
revolution within the soul of every 
man. 
The old order will not.have to 


go. but the old disorder is doomed. 
Men of great faith are they who 
despair neither of their brothers nor 
themselves.

have failed to strive for the 


realization of the ideal of brotherhood 
because they have not felt aright nor 
yet seen aright. 
They have lacked 


vision and they have lacked the under- 
standing 
heart—the 
vision 
which 


would have enabled them to see the 
oneness of the race and the oneness of 
human well-being, 
and 
the 
under- 


standing heart that would have moved 
them rightly to honor the dignity and 
sanctity of the life even of the least 
among- the children of men. 


"Alas for the time -when such a par- 


adox should come to pass as a religious 
war! 
Not so much wars for religion 


as the warring of religion against re- 
ligion which proves the irrellgion of 
both: 
Happily, we have not only left 


these terrible wars behind us, but we 
are moving forward to such religious 
comity and spiritual fellowship as is 
making resistlessly for human-, broth- 
erhood. The religious ideas that mili- 
tated against the possibility of broth- 
erhood are fast being abandoned. The 
Jew understands that his is not the 
God-chosen people but a God-choos- 
ing people; that his people chose to 
walk with Qod and to live by God's 
law, long before the peoples of the 
earth knew God. And Christians are 
beginning to . understand that while 
every faith may have some truth, no 
single religion has the Bum of truth. 


- "The sense of brotherhood is at the 
basis of many of the commanding 
philanthropic movements of our time, 
and these philanthropies, In turn, serve 
In large degree to stimulate the sense 
of brotherhood. , Every forward-look- 
ing socializing tendency of our age is 
rooted In the dawning spirit of broth- 
erhood and whenever these move- 
ments fail it is because they do not 
re^t deeply enough In -the basal spirit 
of brotherhood. Are not the fraternal 
associations, 
imperfect, 
inadequate, 


blundering as they may be, a most sig- 
nificant witness to the yearning and 
passion 
for brotherhood which has 


taken 
hold 
upon our 
generation? 


What is democracy but brotherhood 
built along national lines? 


""Time was when a man thought that 


in order to prove that he was a brother 
to man he must go into the wilderness 
and live alone, far from the madding 
crowd,- aloria with the Alone. But the 
day is come when a. man who would 
be-a brother to men goes into the heart 
of the madding crowd in order to 
serve. Not very long ago, I saw a pic- 
ture of a man who dreamed,^ that he 
was living a sainted life because he 
chose to recline on a bed of thorns 
and spikes. Today, a man who would 
be a brother to men. sets out to remove 
the thorns and spikes from the paths 
of men, not so much to make their 
way easier as to make it possible for 
them to live a full, 
self-determining 


life. 


"Time was when men waged a cam- 


paign on behalf of brotherhood, but 
their strife and strssgle for brother-

which seems exactly made for it. 
Sometimes, however, it is possible to 
make a space \\jhere none exists by 
building a new wall across the end of 
a room, part of which is used for nar- 
row end closets with a large central 
blind closet or a closet which Is closed 
at the bottom with little closets across 
the ton. 


Another way of fitting in closts is 


to have book shelves in the middle and 
at the end small closets of the same 
depth having diamond paned 
doors.

there may be a narrow closet in the 
middle, which has a wood or glass door, 
according to the use to which it is to 
be put. Closets may also be built Into 
the ends of a wall whose central space 
is taken up with a built-in seat. The 
closets then furnish the end pieces to 
the seat and may be filled either with 
books or brlc-a-brac. 


Generally it does not look well to 


build closets•across the top of a wall 
unless there is something built against 
the wall below, .which will balance this 
effect and keep It from looking heavy. 
There are, however, many exceptions 
to this rule and it does not apply at all 
to closets which may be sunk into the 
wall. 


A Long Window Utilized. 


Over a long window a very shallow 


closet may be built, in which plates 
may be kept or small bits of bric-a- 
brac. This will not look heavy if kept 
very shallow, especially if. there is a 
seat below the window to balance It. 
A corner closet is most attractive when 
built on the wall over a couch. Tn a 


ining room a wall closet sometimes 
ooks very well when placed over a 
ideboard which has no mirror. 
Such 


i closet should always be shallow, as 
otherwise it will be sure to make a 
'oom look top heavy. 


The closets spoken of have been sug- 


gestive as decorative 
features, the 


closet space acquired being of second- 
iry importance. If actual space is ve- 
liiired quite apart from decorative pf- 
'ect it may be secured by small closets 
unlit on the lower part of the wall un-

Ho had when arrested a lot of 
jhoney, some sewed In the lining of his 
garments, and also numerous checlts 
on banks at El Paso and other cities In 
Texas and Chief of Police Henry De- 
Spain, of Sherman, requested Informa- 
tion concerning the matter. Captain 
Btoll recognized the face as soon as ho 
paw the picture but it took several 
minutes for him to properly connect it 
with an affair that occurred hero In 
May, 1901. Digging' up some old rec- 
ords and photos, the captain found 
.what he was in search of. The man 
•under arrest In Te-xas Is Albert Crane, 
who served two years In Mlchclgnn 
-.'City prison for fraudulently obtaining 
money from passengers on the Penn- 
sylvania, and the G. R. & I. trains In 
May, 1901. 
One of the- victims was 


Archie Stewart, who was separated 
from thirty dollars through an envelope 
.trick on Pennsylvania train No. 9. 
The same evening Crane obtained $20 
from a passenger on a G. R. & I. train. 
Captain Stoll got after him and soon 
had him under arrest. tVhen. Crane 
was searched he had a roll of bills 
amounting to J1S5 tied to a string and 
Jianglrig down his back, while in a 
•belt around his waist he had J175. He 
also had implements for cutting pock- 
ets and other crooked work. The fel- 
low was previously engaged In the 
barber trade at Kokomo and had 
friends from that city hero to assist 
him in the trial.

this information to Chief of Police De- 
Spain this morning.
